HERE  AS  the  fecurity  of  the 
ftate  is  the  firft  principle  in  e- 
very  well  regulated  govern- 
ment. Be  it  enafted  and  or- 
dained by  his  excellency  the 
governor  and  the  legiflative 
council  of  this  province,  and  by  the  authority  of

licaiion  of  this  ordinance,  every  perlon  (excepting' 
fuch  as  arc  herein  after  excepted)  refufingto  ferve,. 
'  or  negledling,  for  the  fpace  of  one  calender  month, 
to  get  himfelf  inrolled  by  the  captaitisof  militia, 
who  are  or  hereafter  fhall  be  appointed  by  his  ex- 
cellency thc  captain-general  or  the  commander  in 
chief  for  the  time  being,  within  thedifferent  pat  ilh- 
cs,  or  townfilips  or  feigniories^  (hall  forfeit  thc 
fum  of  five  poMnds;  and  for  every  fubfequeiitre- 
fufal  he  fhall  forftit  the  like  film  of  five  pounds,, 
and  fufFcr  one  month's  imprifbnment.

At  ;vhat  tare     Thc  captaitts  or  Other  Commanding  officcrs  fliall 
.ve  to  be  "if!  aflemble  their  r^fpeftive  companies  of  militia,  on 
fuch  day  in  the  two  firfi  weeks  of  the  months/ 
between  the  la/l  of  May  and  the  firft  of  September 
in  every  year,  as  fhall  be  dire6led  from  the  com- 
mander iq  chief  by  the  colonel,  or  feaior  field  of- 
ficer of  the  diflrift,  and  in  cafe  of  bad  weather  on 
the  day  appointed,  on  fuch  other  day  in  the  fame 
weeks  of  thofe  months  as  the  captains  fhall  fix,  iil 
order  to  review  their  arms,  make  them  fire  at 
marks,  and  inftruft  them  In  their  exercife.     Such 
liiilitia-men  as  are  already  armed,  as  well  as  all  o- 
thers  who  fhall  hereaft-er  get  arms  and  will  not 
bring  them  to  fuch  review,  thofe  who  fhall  be

tained leave  of  abfence  from  the  captain  or  com- 
manding officer  of  the  company)  fhall  incur  a 
peSnalty  of  ten  [hillings,  and  for  every  repetition 
of  the  offence  he  fhall  forfeit  the  fum  of  twenty 
fhillings.

Whenever  his  excellency  the  captain-general,  or 
the  commander  in  chief,  fliall  havfe  ilTucd  his  or- 
ders to  embody  detachments,   in  the  manner  di- 
refted  by  the  foregoing  article,  and  fhall  have  ap- 
proved the  difh'ibution  made  by  the  field  officer 
•charged  with  that  duty;  the  captains  of.  mijitia, 
in  obedience  to  the  orders  they  may  receive,  fhall.

And  whereas  .'the  fafety  of  the  province  depends 
jmach  upon  the  due  obfervance  of  this  article,  it  is

ments, orballoted  for  that  purpofe,  whofhallnot 
prefent  .themfelyes  at  the  place  of  rendevous  fixed
